In the six-month period from 
Nov, 8, 1942, to May 8 of this 
year a total of more than 11 
million gross tons of shipping 
arrived in North African ports, 
including Casablanca, from the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States, 

Since the traffic goes both 
ways, the tonnage actually es- 
corted by the American and 
British navies thus was more 
than 22 million tons. 

While the number of troops 
brought in cannot be disclosed, 
390 ocean-going vessels at one 
port alone have disembarked 
many men and more than 1,000,- 
000 tons of cargo, including food 
for the local population, gaso- 
line, coal, principally for the 
French utility services, ammuni- 
tion, tanks and other vehicles. 


RIOT BY BERLINERS

(Elite Guards) had to be called. 
It said the riot was broken up 
without the use of arms. 

The newspaper, the Reuters ac- 
count said, stated similar _ riots 
had been reported from other parts 
of Germany.

LONDON, May 13 (AP). — Re- 
ports from the continent today 
said resistance to the Nazis was 
raging in occupied Holland and 
had spread “like wildfire” across 
the border into Belgium, where 
there was a series of attacks on 
German troops, military establish- 
ments and communications. 

Reverberations of the Allied vic- 
tory in Africa were said to be 
shaking the whole of Adolf Hit- 
ler’s Europe. 

Accounts of sabotage, armed 


clashes and general resistance 
poured in from Poland, Norway, 
Yugoslavia and Greece, but the 
Dutch and Belgians appeared to 
be giving Nazi occupation forces 
the greatest trouble. 


Nazi Troop Moves Reported. 

There were indications in re- 
ports reaching here that the Ger- 
mans were sending additional 
‘troops into the Low Countries, 
but it was not clear whether this 
was in anticipation of an Allied 
invasion or to suppress rebellion. 
Belgian patriots were reported 
to have stormed a military garage 
in Ghent, killing 14 guards and 
demolishing 11 trucks with hand 
grenades. Others derailed and 
wrecked three trains on the Ma- 
lines-Louvain and Namur-Huy 
lines, local sources said. One train 
was said to have carried troops 
entering Belgium, many of whom 
were killed. The other two trains 
carried munitions, it was reported. 


Attacks on Railways. 


Advices from the Continent said 
railways were being attacked at so 
many points that the Germans 
were detailing special guards 
armed with machine guns on each 
car. 

A similar report came from War- 
saw, where a locomotive was said 
to have been badly damaged just 
as it entered a station. A German 
railway inspector killed the Polish 
engineer and fireman on the spot, 
the report said, whereupon Polish 
workmen beat the inspector and 
two other Germans to death with 
crowbars. Hastily summoned Nazi 
troops were said to have killed five 
‘Poles. 

The Italians were reported to 
have established an 8 p. m. curfew 
along the Mediterranean coast of 
France.

He said the new subsidy program 
of the OPA would be strictly ex- 
perimental.

By enforcement \Brown said in 
an interview, OPA expected to 
bring down the. cost of living to 
the level of Sept. +15, 1942, and 
hold it there 

He added that. his. recently an- 
nounced plan.to seek a 10 per 
cent reduction in the retail price 
of meat, butter and coffee about 
June 1 through subsidies was ex- 
perimental. The future of subsi- 
dies in the price picture, he indi- 
cated, would depend on actual 
resujts of the trial next month.

mately 3500. Their salaries are 
provided for in the next OPA 
budget, which has. been approved 
by the White House preparatory 
to submission to Congress. 

Together with volunteers from 
price panels of local ration boards, 
the irivestigators will go from 
store to. store, checking compliance 
with price rules, explaining how 
to correct the innocent errors, and 
preparing evidence for criminal 
prosecution in the willful cases. 

“The combination of understand- 
able ceiling prices and vigilant en- 
forcement,” Brown said, “should 
hold the line, except in certain 
cases where subsidies are re- 
quired.” 

He said he believed prices had 
been held in control better than 
most people realized.

AN ADVANCED SOUTH PA- 
CIFIC BASE, May 13.—Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur will be supreme 
commander of any joint operations 
that may be conducted’ by the 
Army and Navy in the South and 
Southwest Pacific. This was re- 
vealed by the South Pacific nival 
headquarters today in connection 
with the announc~’ent that Ad- 
miral William F. Halsey Jr., com- 
mander of the Sorth Pacific fleet, 
had returned from a visit to Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters in Australia.

The meeting will be interpreted 
by many in this area as heralding 
the early commencement of fur- 
ther offensive action against the 
Japanese. In his recent congratu- 
latory message to Gen. Lisen- 
hower on the victory in Tunisia 
Admiral] Halsey expressed the hope 
that forces in this part of the 
world would “swing the next 
punch.”

high of $7,290,000,000 jn April, the 
War Production Board reported to- 
day. This brought war expendi- 
tures since July, 1942, to $94,900,-

those in March by $178,000,000, or 
3 per cent.

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VON ARNIM’S SURRENDER 


Beaten Nazi Received in Tent by Gen. pes 
derson, Refuses to Sign Terms Calling 
for Delivery of Arms Undamaged and 
German Help in Removal of Mines. :

BRITISH FIRST ARMY HEADQUARTERS, Tunisia, May 13 (AP).

Gen. K. A. N. Anderson and was sent to the rear today, 
more anxious about his baggage than his troops, 


Driven nearly 100 miles in an 
automobile after sending out en- 
voys with a white flag and sur 
rendering, Von Arnim was re- 
ceived last night by Gen. Ander- 
son in the tent in a green pasture 


from ‘which he directed the drive 
of his British forces. 

Gen. Anderson’s refused terms 
were that the enemy cease de- 
struction of war material, relin- 
quish weapons - undamaged, - give 
details of mine fields and aid in 
clearing them—but the refusal was 
academic. 

Gen. Anderson told war corre- 
spondents that it didn’t matter, 
anyhow, underlining the complete- 
ness of the Axis debacle. 

Captured by Indians. 

Officially Von Arnim was cap- 
tured by troops of the British 
Eighth Army’s Fourth Indian Di- 
vision, which attacked the enemy’s 
First Army a week ago. 

Cornered near Ste. Marie du Zit, 
Von Arnim sent out envoys with 
a white flag, surrendered and was 
interviewed last night by Gen. An- 
derson in his pasture tent. After 
that the British leader met Allied 
war correspondents, 

Von Arnim and all other cap- 
tured generals were accorded full 
military courtesies. 

Standing in the moonlit British 
headquarters after a hot supper 
last night, Von Arnim’s only com- 
ments were about his baggage, 
which was being transferred from 
one truck to another. “ 

Names of Generals.

34 BOMBERS LOST

More Than 1500 Tons of 
Bombs Dropped — U. 
S. Planes Hit Boulogne 
Rail Yards. 


LONDON, May 13 (AP).—British 
bombers made their heaviest at- 
tack of the war on Germany last 
night, dropping more than 1500 
tons of bombs on the battered in- 
dustrial center of Duisburg, it was 
announced today. 

Thirty-four bombers were re- 
ported lost in the raid—the first 
great night attack on the Reich 
since the smashing assault on 
Dortmund May 4. 

American-built Mitchell medium 
bombers raided railway yards at 
Boulogne in France today while 
British Spitfires made widespread 
daylight sweeps over ‘northern 
France in which they shot down 
six Nazi Focke-Wulf 190 fighters, 
the Aif Ministry news service an- 
nounced. 

A Norwegian squadron which 
has been top scorer in the fighter 
command since March 1 bagged 
German .- fighters, 
bringing its total in nine weeks to 
21 planes destroyed. 

Southeast coast observers had 
reported earlier today that four- 
engined American bombers crossed 
the channel this morning headed 
southwest toward France. 

Duisburg, situated at the junc- 
tion of the Rhine and Ruhr, is a 
vital transport and communications 
center in addition to being the site 
of important war industries.

Alexander’s Comment. 

Gen. Alexander, in a talk with 
his staff in a building tucked away 
in tne Tunisian hills, said “we 
have wiped out an entire army 
and we stand masters of 
the whole of North Africa.” 

“This is a great victory, one of 
the most complete and decisive in} 
history,” he said. “We have taken / 
150,000 prisoners, over 1000 guns,, 
250 tanks and a mass of lorries 
and equipment of all sorts which 
probably will take days if not 
weeks to count.” 

The deputy commander wore 
slacks and suede shoes and the 
gieeves of his shirt were rolled up 
as he addressed the staff, made up 
of more than 500 officers. 

“Three months ago I was called 
from the Western Desert to take 
over the command of the Tunisian 
front and I had to gather and form 
a headquarters in the shortest pos- 
sible time and it was not made any 
easier because the enemy was then 
attacking us all down the line and 
things were not going too well for 
us,” he said, “but, thanks to you, 
this headquarters was formed in 
record time. . . . This victory was 
of your making too and its fame 
and glory belong to every one of

WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board is back on 
a judicial basis today in the opin- 
jon of its public members, and an 
incipient labor revolt is thought 
to have been averted as a result 


of wage control concessions grant- 
ed by Stabilization Director James 
F. Byrnes. . 

Byrnes’ directive authorizes the 
board to make wage adjustments 
“to aid in the effective prosecution 
of the war or to correct gross in- 
equities,” provided price ceilings or 
production cost levels are not af- 
fected. 

This is substantially the author- 
ity the board has sought since the 
President issued his hold-the-line 
order on April 8, limiting the 
board’s operations to the Little 
Steel formula and the correction 
of substandard wages. 

The order emphasized, however, 
that any wage adjustments which 
“may furnish the basis either to 
increase price ceilings or to resist 
otherwise justifiable reductions in 
price ceilings ... or which may 
increase the production costs 
above the level prevailing in com- 
parable plants or establishments” 
must be approved by Byrnes before 
becoming effective. 

Chairman’s Comment. 

Chairman William H. Davis said 
the new order, issued late yester- 
day, “gives the board full judicial 
discretion within clearly stated 
limitations and for clearly defined 
purposes, and that’s good adminis- 
tration.” 

Dean Wayne L. Morse said he 
approved “beeause its judicial pro- 
cedures make it’ possible for the 
board to perform its function of 
assisting the Director of Economic 
Stabilization in holding the line 
against inflation.” 

The other two public members, 
Dr. George W. Taylor and Dr. 
Frank P. Graham, are known to 
hold similar views. 

None of the board members 
would discuss specifically the pos- 
sible effect of the order on a deci- 
sion in the ‘coal mine wage dis- 
pute, but one of them made this 
comment itfresponse to a ques- 
tion: “The board is no longer pro- 
hibited by any rigid rule from do- 
ing justice.” 

As to Unions’ Attitude. 

Labor members would not com- 
ment immediately because of or- 
ganization policy, but there was 
evidence that this partly restoring 
of the board’s discretion power 
will go a long way toward placat- 
ing CIO and AFL meetings. 

The CIO vice-presidents will 
meet today in Clevgland and the 
executive board meets there to- 
morrow. The AFL Executive 
Council will meet Monday in 
Washington. Their protests are 
expected to be concentrated on 
prices. Labor leaders had de- 
nounced the hold-the-line order as a 
“strait jacket” for the WLB while 
providing little effective control 
over prices. The WLB said the 
April 8 order was unworkable 
without some clarification. 

Byrnes’ divective authorized the 
board “to establish as rapidly as 
possible, by occupational groups 
and labor market areas, the wage- 
rate brackets embracing all those 
various rates found to be sound 
and tested going rates.” 

How Directive Is Applied. 

For instance, a board survey may 
find in Chicago that sound, “go- 
ing” rates for machinists are 
within a bracket of 90 cents to 
$1.10 an hour. “All the rates with- 
in these brackets,” said the direc- 
tive, “are to be regarded as sth- 
bilized rates, not subject to change 
save as permitted by the Little 
Steel formula.” 

After such a bracket is deter- 
mined, a machinist getting less 
than 90 cents may be raised to the 
90-cent level, but not above that 
“except in rare and unusual cases 
in which the criticai needs of war 
production require the setting of 
a wage at some point above the 
minimum of the going wage 
bracket.”

WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP).— 
President Eduard Benes of Czecho- 
slovakia promised in a speech to 
Congress today that his nation 
would reconstruct itself as a de- 
mocracy after the war. 

Benes, in Washington for confer- 
ences with President Roosevelt, re- 
minded his hearers that the Ger- 
man Chancellor Bismarck said in 
1886, after his victory over Austria: 

“Whoever is master of Bohemia 
is master of Europe. Europe must 
therefore never allow any nation 
except the Czechs to rule it, since 
that nation does not lust for dom- 
ination. The boundaries of Bo- 
hemia are the safeguard of Euro- 
pean security and he who moves 
them will plunge Europe into mis- 
ery.” 

No Better Comment. 

“In my estimation,” Benes said, 
“there can be no better comment 
on the position of my country 
even today” 

Recalling that former President 
Thomas G. Masaryk had obtained 
United States support for Czecho- 
Slovakian independence in the first 
World War, Benes said “Czecho- 
Slovakia was considered and often 
called the godchild of the United 
States of America.” 

His country had been proud, he 
added, that “up to the year 1939 
we did our duty completely, not 
only to our nation, but to Europe 
and democracy as well’ by follow- 
ing a progressive policy at home 
and a foreign policy of peace, in- 
ternational arbitration and collec- 
tive security.

MARK INDICATED AT 
75,000, HEAVIER TYPE

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S 
P new 1943 aircraft production 
goal — 911,000,000 pounds — 
apparently means about 75,000 
planes. While this figure is 
much smaller than his original 
goal of 125,000 planes, an- 
nounced early in the war, this 
year’s output figured on a 
weight basis will equal 150,000 
planes of the 1942 vintage. 

In 1942, the first year of real 
mass production, this country 
produced about 48,000 planes of 
all types with a total weight of 
291,000,000 pounds, or an aver- 
age of 6060 pounds a plane. 

Chairman Donald M. Nelson 
of the War Production Board 
predicts that the 1943 models 
will have an average weight 
twice as great as last year’s. So 
911,000,000 pounds of planes,

Roosevelt translated aircraft 
production, past and projected, 
into pounds to reflect fully the 
emphasis on heavier planes, 
particularly the growing output 
of four-engine bombers special- 
ly designed to carry the war to 
the enemy. Next year’s goal, as 
announced by the President, is 
1,417,000,000 pounds.

Rule 42 requires 
that a committee report on a bill 
within 10 days unless for good 
cause shown further time is grant- 
ed it by the Senate. After 10 days 
any Senator may request the re- 
turn of the bill to the Senate and 
if a majority of the Senators vote 
for its return, it then is in posses- 
sion of the Senate. 

“Eighteen votes are required to 
pass a bill, and 18 votes can bring 
a bill out of committee.

Witness Testifies One of 

~ Two Defendants Told 
Him He Could Keep 
Him Out of Army. 


The first direct testimony con- 
necting the Pacific Movement of 
the Eastern World. Japanese-spon- 
sored Negro organization, with an 
individual attempt at draft eva- 
sion, was given today in the sedi- 
tion trial of Gen. Lee Butler and 
David D, Erwin, leaders of the 
movement, before United States 
District Judge Fred L. Wham in 
East St. Louis. 

Finis Williams, Negro, of 1928 
Russell avenue, East St. Louis, tes- 
tified thdt soon after the Pearl 
Harbor attack, he had to register 
for the draft, and that he consult- 
ed Butler, to see whether the or- 
ganization could keep him from 
having to go to war. He said But- 
ler replied that he could keep Wil- 
liams out of the service, and Wil- 
liams became a member in Decem- 
ber, 1941. Previous witnesses have 
told of the scheme used to avoid 
service, by “ordaining” members 
as pretended clergymen. 

Detective Sergt. Trannie Polk of 
East St. Louis testified that he 
joined the movement several years 
ago, quit soon afterward, but at- 
tended meetings last July 11 and 
13. At these meetings, he said, 
members were told to stay out of 
the Army, and speakers said the 
war was being being fought “to 
liberate the dark peoples of the 
world.” Polk said Butler presided 
at the meetings. . 

Tells of Speech. 

Polk attended the July meet- 
ings, he said, in his capacity as a 
police officer, not as a member 
of the movement. He said Butler 
introduced a “Prof. E. A. Brew- 
ster” of Honduras, who urged 
members of the movement to have 
no part in the war, except in case 
of invasion. He didn’t tell them 
what side to be on in the event of 
invasion. 

“Prof. Brewster,” Polk testified, 
urged the members to collect arms 
and ammunition for their protec- 
tion, and told any who wanted to 
stay out of military service to get 
in touch with him at his office in 
New Orleans. 

The Rev. L. V. Huff, who said 
he was a Baptist minister and 
former head of a Pacific Move- 
ment unit at Mounds, IIL, told also 
of a plea to collect arms, made 
by Ashima Takis, founder of the 
moverfrent. Takis promised, this 
witness said, free transportation in 
Japanese ships to Brazil for any- 
one who contributed to the meve- 
ment $10 and a weapon. 

James Kaigler, former president 
of the movement’s No. 2 unit in 
St. Louis, testified Erwin “toned 
down” his pro-Japanese talk after 
1939, but prior to that had told 
him and other members they would 
be protected in case of invasion by 
the Japanese, 

Identifies Certificate. 

Until today the only former offi- 
cer of the movement who, as a 
Government witness, admitted any 
Japanese connection with the or- 
ganization had been Frank P. 
Townsend, 3026 Market street, St. 
Louis, a former vice-president. | 

Townsend also identified a cer- 
tificate which attested that Erwin, 
in 1935, had attended an interna- 
tional conference in London of the 
“dark and colored peoples of the 
world,” and he testified that Erwin, 
returning from that meeting, had 
told him Japanese who partici- 
pated had promised to help the 
Negroes of America, 

The certificate, signed by Wham 
Po Koo as chairman of the confer- 
ence, and by W. E. Akaje Macau- 
lay of West Africa as secretary, 
included a brief summary of what 
Erwin did at the meeting.

NEW TAXES 


FAVORED BY MORGENTHAU 


Success of Second War Loan Drive, However, 
Has Postponed Need for Compulsory 


Savings, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau said today that while the suc- 


cess of the Second War Loan drive 
has postponed the need for com- 
pulsory savings, he hopes Con- 
gress will enact new taxes to yield 
an additional 16 billion dollars in 
revenues to the Government. 

He told his press conference that 
he would like to see at least half 
the current cost of the war fi- 
nanced by taxes. With revenues 
for the 1944 fiscal year estimated 
at 35 billion dollars, he said, an 
additional 16 billion dollars would 
about achieve this objective. 

President Roosevelt in his Jan- 
uary budget message called for leg- 
islation to yield an additional 16 
billion dollars “in taxes or sav- 
ings,” but Morgenthau said today 
he would “like to have it all in 
taxes.” 

“Now is the time to tax our- 
selves while we have this terrific 
national income,’ ’he declared. “It 
will be better on our children and 
our grandchildren if we make a 
real effort to pay now.” 

He said he had invited Marrinér 
S. Eccles, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, and the 12 Reserve 
Bank presidents to confer with 
him tomorrow on the war loan 
drive just concluded “and see what 
we have learned.” 

He characterized the results of 
the drive, in which 13 billion dol- 
lars was sought and $18,533,000,000 
obtained, as “amazing.” He took 
issue with some persons who have 
contended insufficient funds were 
obtained in the drive from indi- 
viduals, aserting “we not only got 
what we wanted from the public 
but more.” , 

“IT am not going to let anyone 
take away the credit due the 


‘American people in this drive,” he 


said. 

Morgenthau said his recent 
transcontinental tour convinced 
him that the American people are 
wholeheartedly behind the Treas- 
ury’s efforts to finance the war.

Ickes told a press conference he 
would not suggest extension of the 
15-day truce granted by John L. 
Lewis’ United Mine Workers which 
expires next Tuesday midnight, 
and added, “I can’t say I have 
plans for a settlement but I have 
a prayerful hope.” 

“IT can’t believe the miners, 
whatever their grievance, will do 
such a disservice to their country” 
as to stop coal production, Ickes 
said. Ickes told reporters, how- 
ever, that 40 presidents of UMW 
districts in Western Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky, Ohio and [Illinois had 
notified him their miners would 
halt work if there was no contract 
when the truce period expires. 

In saying he would not ask 
Lewis to extend the truce period, 
Ickes remarked: 

“When he granted the 15 days, I 
think it was very decent of him. I 
think the next step is up to the 
Government.” 

He added, however, the next step 
is “not up to me” because “I have 
no power to contract, suggest «a 
contract or conciliate—my only job 
is to mine the coal.” 

Earlif in the day, Lloyd Thrush, 
president of the AFL-Progressive 
Mine Workers, announced that 
Ickes had agreed to release from 
Government control all mines in Il- 
linois having contracts with his 
union as the result of voluntary 
action on the part of the operators 
and the union in extending the 
present contract indefinitely. 

Released, Thrush said, will be 
150 mines in Illinois employing 15, 
000 members of the AFL union. 

Confirming the agreement to re- 
lease the Illinois mines having 
contracts with the Progressive 
Mine Workers Union, Ickes said 
he had done so because they had 
not struck and had pledged not to 
do so.

POSTAL AND WESTERN: UNION 
ANNOUNCE MERGER DETAILS 


NEW YORK, May 13 (AP).—Ex- 
cutives of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. and the Postal Telegraph 
Co. announced today conditions for 
the consolidation of the two big 
wire companies, made possible by 
recent congressional action. 

Albert N. Williams, president of 
Western Union, and Edwin F. 
Chinlund, chairm&an of Postal, dis- 
closed in a joint statement that 
under terms of the agreement, 
Western Union would acquire all 
the assets of Postal and assume 
liabilities and obligations of the 
Postal company, including the 
amount owed at the time of clos- 
ing the agreement by Postal to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. The merger is to become 
effective on or before next Oct. 1. 

Williams said Postal is to con- 
tinue operations as an independent 
company until the plan is approved 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission, and there would be no 
inter-connection of the two sys- 
tems until that time.

400 MILLION SOUGHT 


FOR WAR HOUSING 


Roosevelt Says New Request 
Is Necessary to Help 
1,100,000 Migrants. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt asked Congress 


today for another 400 million dol- 
lars for war housing. 

He said in letters to Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace and Speaker Ray- 
burn that some publicly financed 
war housing construction is essen~ 
tial to meet a portion of the needs 
of 1,100,000 workers migrating to 
war centers during the fiscal year 
starting July 1. 

Specifically, he asked for a 400 
million increase in the authoriza- 
tion contained in the Lanham Act, 
and said a substantial part of it 
would be returned in rents during 
the current emergency and in 
“realizations thereafter. 

“No expenditure of funds can be 
too large,” Roosevelt wrote, “if 
that expenditure is necessary to 
win the war, or to win it with a 
greater economy in time and lives. 

“But I canot refrain from point- 
ing ou how small a fraction of the 
cost of the war is involved in all 
the appropriations of money and 

use of materials for war housing, 
particularly when measured 
against the contribution which the 
shelter of war workers is making 
toward the winning of the war.”

“What is needed,” Senator Tru- 
man said, “is more of such firm 
inflation-control 
policies of Stabilization Director 
James F. Byrnes, which have been 
maintained so far in the face of 
opposition from powerful groups. 
The committee believes that suc- 
cessful operation by the War Pro- 
duction Board also calls for a 
strong directing head. Mr. Nelson 
has wide authority vested in him 
by the President, and should ex- 
ercise the powers delegated to 
him.” 

The Missouri junior Senator 
discussed obstacles to the airplane 
and shipbuilding programs, and 
told of the committee’s work for 
renegotiation of war contracts. He 
called for full utilization of man- 
power, and measures to increase 
productivity of workers, and 
warned labor leaders against per- 
mitting stoppage of work in es- 
sential industry. He outlined his 


|}committee’s policy, to “do its job 


without whitewash or smear.” 
8 Basic Weaknesses. 


He said the committee found 
basic weaknesses in the war pro- 
gram to be (1) inadequate over- 
all planning by $Government 
agencies, and delay in working out 
their basic policies; (2) conflicting 
authority, resulting in delays and 
buck-passing; and (3) hesitancy 
of the Government to adopt un- 
popular or unpleasant policies, 
long after their necessity was 
shown, 

“We are producing airplanes in 
very large quantity, far exceed- 
ing anything our enemies can’ pro- 
duce,” Senator Truman said. “We 
are not producing to capacity be- 
cause there are, first, frequent 
changes of Army and Navy speci- 
fications; second, difficulties in 
getting materials at the right 
times in the right amounts; and 
third, lack of trained foremen, 
supervisors and skilled workmen. 
In the future, the Army and 
Navy must keep changes in speci- 
fications to a minimum, or accept 
responsibility for smaller airplane 
production. 

A Snappy Comeback. 

Truman, introduced by Charles 
Belknap, chemical manufacturer, 
brightened the rather dry and fac- 
tual text of his prepared address 
with chatty comments. 

“T hope,” he said in replying to 
complimentary remarks by the 
chairman and by Mayor William 
Dee Becker, “that I will continue 
to deserve your good opinion, espe- 
cially about 1946.” That is the 
year of the next election affecting 
his Senate seat. 

“I wasn’t cut out to be an in- 
vestigator,” Truman said. “I would 
rather build a house than break a 
window. But I had some previous 
experience in expending public 
money, and I knew some contrac- 
tors were not so much interested 
in the public welfare as in the 
public funds. There are always 
chiselers trying to get up to the 
bunghole. When we got to the 
place where we were spending 25 
billions in defense work, I told the 
Senate it ought to look into how 
it was being spent, and they ap- 
pointed a committee of five Dem- 
ocrats and two Republicans—which 
I think is about the right propor- 
tion—and gave us $15,000 te look 
after the 25 billions... 

“Before that, 1 had gone to Gen. 
Marshal] and told him I would like 
to serve in the artillery, and men- 
tioned my training in the previous 
war. ‘We don’t want old stiffs 
like you,’ he told me, ‘this is a 
young man’s war.’ He wes right— 
yet perhaps sOme people are sorry 
I didn’t get into the artillery then.” 

Emphasizing the desire to bring 
the war to an early end, Truman 
added: “But this time, we must 
fight long enough to dictate peace 
terms.” He told of “brass-hat” 
Admirals who had quarreled over 
types of anti-submarine craft, thus 
losing precious time, and of “prima 
donna” civilian administrators of, 
important bureaus. 

Praise for Navy. 

Discussing the submarine situa- 


‘tion, he said: 


“Our Navy has done a magnifi- 
cent job in building a first-class 
fighting fleet. The quality is ex- 
tremely high, and the quantity is 
increasing each month. The fleet 
has been equipped with effective 
antiaircraft defense. 

“The submarine menace can and 
will be effectively met by the com- 
bined use of (1) destroyers and de- 
stroyer escorts, (2) escort airplane 
carriers, (3) land-based airplanes 
adequately equipped for antisub- 
marine “work, and (4) subchasers. 
All of these are being provided. 


'The only question is that of time.” 


Truman discussed the delays in 
the wood and steel sub-chaser pro- 
grams, and. mentioned the conflict 
of 100-octane gasoline and syn- 
thetic rubber production. He said 
ship losses by submarine attack 
had been “heavy, .but not disas- 
trous,” and that German boasts of 
winning the war .by its submarine 
campaign were unwarranted. 

“Our ‘hush, hush’ policy has giv- 
en credence to such propaganda,” 
he said, “Certainty is always bet- 
ter than rumor, and frankness is 
the best answer to propaganda. 

“Combined losses of all Allied 
shipping during 1942 exceeded all 
new construction by the United 
States, Great Britain and Canada. 
However, the losses were lower 
during the last months of the year; 
algo, most of the ships sunk car- 
ried né or more cargoes to the 


|front before being destroyed.” 


Views on Contracts. 
As to renegotiation of contracts, 
Senator Truman said the princi- 
ples and results of this undertak- 


ing had not been properly under- 
stood. He said the committee, 
where it found readjustment need- 
ed, had séught chiefly to give an 
‘incentive to high-quality, low-cost 
production. 

“Many patriotic contractors,” he 
said, “have recognized and consci- 
entiously assuthed responsibility 
for tailoring their own profits on 
war business, and offering volun- 
tary refunds of any excess. The 
contractor who delays renegotia- 
tion, in the hope that the law is 
slated for repeal, or that the atti- 
tude of the renegotiators may be 
more liberal at aelater date, can- 
not profit from continuing such 
an attitude.” 

The Senator said, as to the food 
production problem, that the com- 
mittee had recommended increased 
allocation of materials for manu- 
facture of farm tools and machin- 
ery, and that Chairman Nelson of 
the WPB had acted on the recom- 
mendation. 

Discussing the necessity for and 


the proper technique of rationing, 
Truman said it should be admin- 
istered through local boards, and 
not from Washington. 


“We must be mindful not to im- 
pose unnecessary burdens on in- 
dustry,” he said. “Regulation 
merely for the sake of regulation 
is nonsense. The imposition of 
complicated rules by people who 
know nothing of the industry they 
are running cannot be tolerated. 
Complex regulations must give 
way to simple, fair and easily un- 
derstood rules.” 


The Truman committee, its 
chairman declared, “is not a com- 
mittee on the conduct of the war. 
There was a committee of that 
sort in the Civil War, and it dab- 
bled in strategy and tactics until 
the war was nearly lost. But we 
are trying to prevent what hap- 
pened after the last war, when 
there were 116 investigating com- 
mittees, digging up dead horses 
and serving no ends but politics,”

The Royal Canadian Air Force 
was well represented in last night’s 
raid. Nine of the missing bomb- 
ers were said to be Canadian. 


Selection of Duisburg as the tar- 
get was regarded as significant, 
inasmuch as it is Germany’s great- 
est inland port and one of the main 
keystones in the transportation 
system on which Adolf Hitler 
must depend for supplying his de-| 
fense forces in the West. 

Much of the munitions and 
troops which would be required to 
meet an Allied invasion thrust 
across the English Channel would 
have to move through Duisburg. 

Bombers of the British coastal 
command also were busy last 
night, while the main raiding 
force was over Germany, a forma- 
tion of torpedo-carrying Hamp- 
dens attacking Axis shipping off 
Norway and leaving one vessel 
sinking, the Air Ministry said. 

The German air force, .mean- 
while, struck back with a night 
attack on a British east coast town 
which the Berlin radio identified 
as the fishing village of Lowes- 
toft. One bomb destroyed an inn, 
and 12 bodies were found in the 
wreckage. 

The R. A. F. raid on Duisburg 
was the high point of an Allied 
spring aerial offensive which has 
placed heavy emphasis on paralyz- 
ing Hitler’s transportation facili- 
ties.

Associated Press records of 
announced Japanese naval and 
merchant ship sinkings com- 
piled today show the Japanese 
lost 558 vessels in the 523 days 
since Dec. 7, 1941. 

Of these losses, 189 were war 
vessels, not including 117 trans- 
ports, nine auxiliaries and seven 
oilers. The remainder—236—. 
belonged to their merchant 
fleet. 

Announcement last week of 
the sinking of a Japanese gun- 
boat and a medium-sized cargo 
vessel increased to 224 the As- 
sociated Press total of Japanese 
ships announced destroyed by 
United States submarines. 

Announced United States’ Pa- 
cific losses total 98—one-sixth 
the Japanese total—of which 65 
were warships. .

INAL victory in Tunisia means that the Allies, at last, hold in | © 
undisputed possession the entire south shore of the Mediterranean— 
excluding a short, though strategically important, stretch of Spanish 
Morocco, which is prudently preserving its well-supervised neutrality. 
This goal, for which the Allies have struggled since the fall of 
France, marks the total defeat of the German aim, which, before 
El Alamein, came very near to succeeding: namely, to establish Axis 


control over all Mediterranean sea 


So long as strong enemy air 
forces remain based on Sardinia 
and Sicily, with a considerable 
Axis submarine fleet operating 
from ports on the North Mediter- 
ranean shore, including Italy, Med- 
iterranean Sea lines cannot be re- 
garded as 100 per cent secure. But 
with great Allied air forces based 
in North Algeria, Tunisia and on 
Malta, the movement of convoys 
through the Sicilian narrows under 
a shore-based air umbrella should 
become feasible. 

Fer two years, victory in North 
Africa, from Cairo to Casablanca, 
has been seen as a necessary pre- 
liminary to Allied offensives 
against Germany and its satellite 
states, for the defeat of enemy No. 
1 and the liberation of occupied 
territories. Meantime, much has 
been said and written about anoth- 
er second front against Germany, 
meaning invasion of Northern 
France and the Low Countries 
from Britain. 


Today the Allies have a choice 
between several . methods for 
launching a continental offensive. 
Each possesses inherent advan- 
tages and countervailing disadvan- 
tages, each has the same aim; to 
deprive the enemy of his ability to 
continue the struggle at the earli- 
est possible moment. 


Aims of Norway Move. 


An operation for the liberation 
of Norway could hardly be classi- 
fied under this heading although 
it could achieve important limited 

Its. For example, it would 
deny to the enemy bases where he 
has assembled a sufficiently form- 
idable naval force to immobilize a 
comparable force of the Royal 
Navy. It would deny him use of 
airfields from which his shore- 
based aircraft have taken a heavy 
toll of Anglo-American shipping 
carrying supplies to Russia via 
Murmansk and Archangel. 

It might even assist Finland to 
disengage itself from Russia on 
the front north of Leningrad, thus 
releasing Red Army divisions for 
offensive operations to recover the 
Baltic states and to menace East 
Prussia. 

Inevitably this Allied northern 
thrust would have a more or less 
diversionary character. Three 
main routes into the heart of the 
continent are thus presented: the 
first, from the west via France. 
and the Low Countries, with a pos- 
sible supplementary operation from 
the south across the Mediterranean 
into the Lyons Gulf; the second 
from the south through Italy; the 
third from the southeast through 
the Balkans. 

Forces in Each Area. 

Allied forces have been assem- 
bled in strategic areas for carry- 
ing out one or more of these un- 
dertakings in accordance with de- 
cisions reached at the Casablanca 
conference three months ago. 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill, doubtless, are 
now reviewing a variety of factors

with a view to determining the 
next tactical moves. , 

Bearing in mind that the object 
is to stop the enemy's ability to 
wage war no less than to defeat 
his armed forces by land, sea and 
air, we may examine each of these 
three possible operations in turn. 

A successful expedition for the 
liberation of France would have as 
its first major result the possible 
reduction of the enemy’s U-boat 
offensive power by as much as 75 
per cent. Three out of four of the 
U-boats are based on French At- 
lantic ports, from which they set 
out for marauding expeditions and 
to which they return for refitting 
and supply. 

Invasion forces could be _ dis- 
patched over the shortest sea 
route between Britain and the con- 
tinent (25 miles in the Dover 
Dover Straits, 80 miles from Hamp- 
shire to Normandy). Ships carry- 
ing troops and maintaining a 
steady flow of supplies to the 
bridgehead, when once established, 
could be protected by an umbrella 
of unrivaled strength. Troops 
would be received by a welcoming 
population eager to do everything 
possible to make the operation a 
success. 


Two-Fire — 

If another force were dispatched 
to make landings on the Mediter- 
ranean coast, the enemy would 
find himself caught between two 
fires, the magnitude of which 
would .compel him to employ a 
considerable number of such 
strategic reserve divisions as he 
still disposes. But there are dis- 
advantages, also. 

Existing rail communications be- 
tween Germany and France would 
enable the enemy to transfer those 
divisions very rapidly to the threat- 
ened area—perhaps before the Al- 
lies could establish a bridgehead 
in sufficient strength. Moreover, 
60 per cent of his air-fighter 
strength and 15 per cent of his 
bombers are situated in Holland, 
Belgium and Northern France 
within the shortest range. 

Should they succeed in establish- 
ing themselves on this new west 
front, a secondary objective for the 
Allied armies would be the great 
industrial area of the Ruhr to 
reach which they would be com- 
pelled to force their way through 
the Siegfried line defenses, greatly 
extended in a northwesterly direc- 
tion.during the three years since 
the fall of France.» 

It could be argued that this ob- 
jective—the Ruhr—can be reduced 
to impotence more cheaply. by in- 
tensified air bombardment than by 
attempting to occupy it at present 
with land armies. Thus, invasion 
of France, at first sight the most 
attractive and easiest object, might 
prove the most difficult and haz- 
ardous. 

We have just seen in Tunisia 
what difficulties confront an at- 
tempt to hold a bridgehead even 
with strong, established forces 
with an insecure supply line across 
the water to the rear.

really was a great Axis victory. 

A broadcast from Rome picked 

up here said the Axis, “with a 
comparatively small force,” had 
tied up an enormous Allied army 
in Africa and inflicted terrific 
losses on it while building up the 
defenses of the continent. 
The speaker said the Italians, 
especially, had fought magnificent- 
ly to the very end, often out- 
numbered 20 to 1. 

“If it has taken the Allies three 
years to beat a small colonial army 
in Africa how long will it take 
them to make a dent in the conti- 
nent?” the Italian speaker asked. 

It is true that the African cam- 
paign of the past three years has 
cost the Allies heavily. It is also 
true that while fighting it out in 
Africa the enemy has been build- 
ing up his defenses in Southern 
Europe. 


Costlier to Axis. 

But an examination of the whole 
campaign, with its many successes 
and reverses for both sides, shows 
the African war has been much 
more of a drain on the Axis than 
on the Allies, and has definitely 
weakened the enemy in Europe, 
especially with regard to air 
strength. 

If the Ethiopian campaign is in- 
cluded, Axis losses in Africa have 
been well over 700,000 men, mostly 
Italians and mostly prisoners. 

Allied losses have not been one 
third of that, including members 
of the African armies left in 
Greece and Crete. 

The African fighting, too, has 
discredited the Italians as soldiers. 
Italy’s main contribution to Ger- 
many now is her geographical po- 
sition. 

500,000 vs. 50,000 

Italy’s entry into the war in 
June, 1940, found her with 300,000 
men in Libya and 200,000 in Ethi- 
opia. Sandwiched between these 
two armies was the pitifully small 
British force in Egypt—scarcely 
50,000 fighting men supported by 
a fair sized fleet and a tiny air 
force of seven operational squad- 
rons. : 

When American forces landed, 
North Africa had been stripped of 
almost everything of military value 
by the Axis. The task of occupa- 
tion was so great that only a small 
fore: could be spared at first to 
grapple with the Germans who 
had seized footholds in Tunisia. 

In striking a balance of the gains 
and losses of both sides, the most 
important factor, perhaps, is that 
the campaign now ends with the 
Allies strong in Africa. Almost 
undisputed air control has been 
extended over most of the Medi- 
terranean, The Mediterranean has 
been effectively opened, eliminat- 
ing the necessity for the extremely 
long Cape of Good Hope route for 
supplies and reinforcements going 
to the Near East, Russia and the 
Far East. 

This is equivalent to adding hun- 
dreds of merchant vessels to Al- 
lied sea strength. 

And the morale of the Allies is 
high.

Doing a Heroic 


Battlefield Job 


Surgeons With 
Troops Hampered, 
by Shortage of 
Stretcher Bearers.

NORTHERN TUNISIA (By

HOPE somebody in this war 
writes a book about the doctors 
at the front. I don’t mean the 
hospitals so much as the units 
that are actually attached to 
troops and work on the battle- 
fields under fire. 

They are a noble breed. They 
and the telephone linemen deserve 
more praise than I have words for. 
Their job is deadly, and it never 
ends. Just in one battalion several 
of the battlefield medics have been 
killed, and a number decorated. 

But noble as it is, it seems to 
me—and to the doctors themselves 
—that our battlefield medical 
system isn’t all it should be. There 
aren’t enough stretcher bearers in 
an emergency, and in a recent 
battle at which I was present some 
of our wounded lay out as long as 
twenty hours before being brought 
in. 

The work of the medics comes 
in-peaks. If they had enough 
stretcher bearers for all emergen- 
cies there would be thousands of 
men sitting around most of the 
time with nothing to do. Yet when 
an emergency does come and 
there are not enough, it’s an 
awful thing.

Bearers’ Tough Job. 
OUNDED men have a rough 
time of it in this rocky, hilly 
country of Northern Tunisia. It 
is hard enough to walk when you 
aren’t carrying anything, but when 
two or four men are lugging 200 
pounds on a stretcher it is almost 
impossible to keep on their feet. 
I have seen litter bearers struggling 
down a rocky hillside with their 
heavy burden when one of them 
would slip or stumble on a rock 
and fall down, and the whole 
litter would go down, giving the 
wounded man a bad shaking up.

Bread lines 
form each morning, comprising 
housewives who hope to get a par- 
tial ration. Fats are scarcest, The 
official ration of margarine is little 
more than one pound a month and 
it is difficult if not impossible to 
get that much. To disguise the 
flavor of gray adulterated bread 
and potatoes, the margarine is 
smeared on in working-class house- 
holds. The greatest fear is for 
the children. 


The Germans took all radios. At 
first the Norwegians were allowed 
to read Swedish papers.

the Germans found Norwegians 
queuing up at news-stands and 
asked why. They were told it was 
for Dagsposten, which at least 
printed the Allied communiques. 
The barring of Dagsposten fol- 
lowed, 


Undergroud Newspapers. 


Formerly there were many un- 
derground newspapers. It was 
not difficult to get two or three 
each morning, ‘but now it is very 
difficult and extremely dangerous 
to possess one. An underground 
organization was carefully worked 
out with A B C units, which took 
over after successive arrests. Re- 
cent wholesale raids, recruiting 
Nazi labor battalions, made seri- 
ous inroads, according to reports 
here, and it is now estimated that 


35,000 Norwegians are in the Ger- 
man labor organization and, there- 
fore, subject to martial law. 

Their great fear is that they 
may be sent out of the country. 
So far only a few have gone, Thus 
a terrible uncertainty is endured 
by every human being from ‘day 
to day. A Norwegian never knows 
— he may be arrested or when 
his house may be taken.

So long as a Nazi soldier had weapons and ammu-

legend held good even at the debacle of Stalingrad. 
But yesterday a correspondent reported from North 


| Africa: 


No ignominy the Poles suffered in 1939 or the 
French in 1940 surpasses the spectacle of able- 
bodied veteran German soldiers driving hun- 
dreds of German vehicles to captivity. 


These were the men of the Afrika Korps, who 


| barely six months ago seemed to have Cairo, and 
/ thus the whole Middle East, at their mercy. These 


were the men.who rallied and drove back the Brit- 
ish time after time in the prolonged see-saw war 
across the desert, Now they are giving up vast 
stores of arms, munitions and vehicles, and moving 
voluntarily into prison camps. 

This mass surrender offers a valuable insight 
into what is required to break the vaunted Nazi mo- 
rale. Bold attack and overwhelming force and un- 
ceasing air assaults in the last few days of the

A REALISTIC ILLINOIS SMALL-LOAN REPORT. 
When one of its committees reports that a Legis- 
lature has been misied in passing a particular law, 


. it is something worth noting. It is even more worth 


noting when a committee investigating small loans 
says that the ‘celebrated Russell Sage Foundation 
Was a party to mi ing the Legislature. The 
Illinois Senate’s investigating committee, which 
makes both these points, deserves great credit for 
its searching candor. 

The Sage Foundation is a wealthy organization 
with many good works te its credit, and so has 
enormous prestige. It is rare that anyone dares 
criticise its small-loan program, which has influ- 
ericed so many legislators and private citizens. In 
the Missouri inquiry, it was brought out that one of 
the foundation's trustees, Arthur H. Ham, is also 
trustee for 35 per cent of the stock of a major small- 
loan chain. Now. the Illinois committee finds it to 
be a fallacy that small-loan companies capnot operate 
profitably at less than 3 per cent a month (36 
per cent a year), as recommended by the foundation. 
The committee bases this conclusion on its discovery 
of the handsome profits being made by the American 
Investment Co., whose main office is in St. Louis. 

This Illinois inquiry and ita findings should be of 
great interest to the Missouri Legislature, where a 
House committee has just recommended retaining 
the 36 per cent a year rate for loans of $50 and un- 
der. The Illinois data into loan-company earnings 
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were gathered by an expert financial analyst, in con- 
trast with the less thorough methods used in the 
Missouri inquiry.

North Africa, for all its strategic importance, was

Even the taking of Sicily, Sardinia and Crete, which

Europe. . 
While the British had only small forces in North 


| Africa, they could do no more than hold the Axis 


armies at bay, and sometimes it seemed they would 
not even succeed in doing that. Less than a year 


| ago, the disaster at Tobruk was to Churchill “a re- 


eession of our hopes and prospects in the East as 
great as any since the fall of France.” But when 
at last forces were assembled and a full-fledged drive 
could be launched, victory was achieved. 

It may well be the same in Europe. When the 
Allies are able to concentrate sufficient forces to cut 
through Axis lines and bomb them to pieces, then 
a sudden collapse ig possible. The United Nations’ 
armies had to work hard to obtain the smashing vic- 
tory in North Africa. They will have to work even 
harder to get the same results in Europe. 

Now that the war in Africa is over, every resource 
available in the Western arena can be concentratgd 
on smashing Hitler’s stronghold. 
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GOLD-MINING AS USUAL AT THE CITY HALL. . 

So far as the Missouri Senate is concerned, City 
Assessor Hoehn and City Collector Gruner are free 
to continue working the gold mines which the fee 
system makes of their respective offices. The Senate 
has killed the Lietchen bill, which proposed to re- 
duce these two city officials’ annual incomes from 
around $30,000 to $10,000 for the Assessor and from 
more than $20,000 to $15,000 for the Collector, Their 
present incqmes are greater than those of the Mayor, 
the Gevernor or the State’s Chief Justice. 

The Lietchen bill was a move toward lightening 
this burden on the taxpayers, but the rea? evil is the 
fee system. It is high time for Missouri to get rid of 
it, and for every office, State and local, to be placed 
on a salary basis in keeping with its duties. The 
fee system is an antique in government. It means 
unhder-paying or over-paying officials, and it makes 
accounting difficult. But while it lasts, such offices 
as those of Assessor and Collector are Golcondas for 
the fortunate holders. 
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HUGH STEPHENS’ RESIGNATION.

This circumstance has not deprived the North 
St. Louis Congressman from informing his constitu- 
ents of his views. Under privilege to extend his re- 
marks, Mr. Cochran has stated his position in the 
Congressional Record. 

Had he been present, he would have voted against 
the Carlson amendment and supported the commit- 
tee bill. The Robertson-Forand bill, which was sub- 
stituted for the committee bill, was too liberal, in 
Mr. Cochran’s view, in its forgiveness of 1942 taxes, 
but was a compromise between the Carlson and 
committee plans.

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GEOGRAPHICAL NOTE.

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PROBLEM IN WARTIME MEDICINE. 

Soldiers with mental troubles in this country are 
entering hospitals at a rate’ 24 times higher than 
that for civilians in 1938, according to Col. Roy D. 
Halloran. Whether the rate is higher for men in 
actual combat service is not disclosed. In all prob- 
ability it is, if only because of head wounds. 

A number of psychiatrists and neurologists, includ- 
ing Dr. Ernest Sachs of St. Louts, have called attention 
to this problem, and its gravity is now underlined by 
Col. Halloran’s figures. Where mental trouble is 
the result of injury, it is, of eourse, a case for the 
brain surgeon. Much of it, however, is to be traced 
to less immediate causes, and its prevalence in the 


| Army, according to Dr. Sachs, is to be attributed to 


inadequate examination of the men selected for 
service. 

Proper examination would take more time than 
is now allotted. It would also result in more re- 
jections or, at least, in the classification of more 
men for limited service. Faced by @ man power 
crisis, there is natural reluetance to do anything 
which might seem to intensify it. Yet what is to 
be gained by putting men into uniform when they 


are not equal to the strains of military life? 
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PROGRESS ON THE SILVER FRONT. 

Senator Green of Rhode Island and the other New 
England Senators, who have been working for a bill 
to authorize the Treasury to sell silver for domestic 
and war purposes, have struck a compromise with 
the silver state Senators A measure to set the sale 
price at 71.11 cents an ounce (the Green proposal was 
50 cents an ounce) has been reported favorably by 
the, Senate Banking Committee, with the support of 
four Senators from silver states. According to Sen- 
ator Maloney of Connecticut, the prospects are that 
the measure will be passed with little difficulty. 

Assuming that Mr. Maloney’s prediction is true, 
here is an instance of the soundness of compromise. 
The 71l-cent price may be higher than is justified, 
yet it is much better than holding out for a 50-cent 
price which a tightly-knit special interest bloc in 
the Senate could forestall. The main thing is to get 
this impounded silver into war and other kinds of 
work. It can be done under the compromise bill. 
Not to be overlooked either is the fact that adoption 
of the compromise will be a step toward action 
against the economically indefensible silver pur- 
chase laws.

HEN a fire threatened a whole block 
We a small’ Missouri city, it was the 

auxiliary’ firemen under eivilian de- 
fense who deserved a large share of the 
credit for saving it. 

When the Missouri River floodwaters 
threatened farm land in the northwest part 
of the State, the civilian defense organiza- 
tion turned out the man power that saved 
the dikes. 

Civilian defense is the organized public 
on the home front. It works in time of war 
when normal man power is critically short. 
It stands always ready for the emergencies 
that are bound to be created in time of war. 


It was the civilian defense organization 
that reached homes, business and farms in 
the great scrap-metal drive of last year. 
And it will duplicate its work in the future. 

It attempts to cope with the dozens of 
lesser problems raised by war. Its health 
division, for instance, co-operates with the 
various departments of government to pro- 
tect the public against the epidemics that 
have always been considered part and par- 
cel of war. 


Aids in Health Programs. 


Its work on the purity of the milk supply 
is just one example. When some of the 
smaller cities are reduced to one doctor or 
none, its first aid and nursing program is 
one element in protecting the home front. 
It is prepared with a program for State- 
wide immunization if an epidemic comes. 


Meanwhile, this organization is going 
right ahead with the necessary but never 
popular business of preparing for bombing 
raids or sabotage. In this work it is carry- 
ing out what the high command of the 
American armed forces and the F. B. lL.

stream. And 300,000 voters are something 
for the out-state legislators to think about. 


For Kansas City, the House plan would 
mean coming under the thumb of a big, 
new State bureaucracy. Every Kansas City 
ordinance on civilian defense would have to 
be submitted to State officials for approval. 


Various methods of handling civilian de- 
fense have been used by other states. But, 
whatever their methods, all other states are 
sticking to the organizations that have been 
set up. They aren't tearing down every- 
thing they have in the midst of war. 

The legislators have enough to do without 
resorting to this kind of confusion. Saving 
the Council of Defense and the big defense 
organization is another job for the State 
Senate.

1 HE St. Louis Post-Dispatch asks editori- 
ally: “Is John L. Lewis insane?” The 
question is fully justified. Not by the most 
laborious argument could Lewis’ attitude 
in the mine-wage dispute be defended, while 
our boys are fighting and dying at the front. 

Coal touches the very heart of the war 
effort.

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Fine Book About Gen. Mitchell 


| And Long Fight for Air Power 


“MilteheR, Pioneer of Alr Power,” by Isase Dee 
Levine. (Duell, Sean & Pearce, Inc., New York.) 
IRST and foremost, this book is a hiog- 
raphy of a great airman. Quite natu- 
rally, it also is the story of the struggle for 
development of air power in this nation. 
The author, a_ skilled journalist, has 
crammed his 420 pages with exciting anec- 
dotes, rich aviation lore and authentic per 
sonal material about a glamorous American 
war hero. 

With access to the private files of the 
Mitchell family, with the co-operation of 
numerous friends of Billy Mitchell and by 
diligent winnowing of recorded hearings 
before congressional committees and Feder~ 
al boards, the author has succeeded in pre- 
senting‘ the first real biography of a great 
American who threw caution overboard and 
sacrificed his career in an effort to revolu- 
tionize warfare in a ehert space of time. 
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But it must be said that Mr. Levine has 
not been at all objective. He leaves out 
some of Billy Mitchell’s remarks and opin- 
ions that fell short, such as the General's 
ridiculing of the aireraft carrier. Nothing 
is said of the ways in which the battleship 
of Billy Mitchell's day has now been con- 
verted into a nautical hedgehog capable of 
coming successfully through such attacks 
as brought doom to the Repulse and Prince 
of Wales. 

Levine tells how three-inch antiaircraft 
guns fired 39 shots at plane-towed targets 
and machine guns fired “thousands of 
rounds” without getting a hit. What the 
same calibered progeny of these weapons 
can do today is nothing short of amazing, 
Such is the nature of the defects In the 
fabric. 

Where the author really unfolds the can- 
vas of the period between the two world 
wars is in such statements as this by Mitch- 
ell in 1919: “We had a plan we were go- 
ing to try this spring if the war had not 
stopped, and it would have worked, too, 
We were going to send our men over the 
lines in planes and drop them in para- 
ehutes and let them attack the enemy in 
the rear, while our men were attacking 
them at the front.” In 1920: “The air 
force will take the place of Germany's de 
stroyed navy, not only as a means of de- 
fense on land and sea, but as her great 
offensive weapon.” That was years before 
Goering converted Hitler to that belief. 

* * 


Again: “One often hears it said that the 
Japs cannot fly. Nothing is more falla- 
clous. They can fly, are going to fly and 
may end up by developing the greatest air 
power in the world.” As for Pear! Harbor, 
Mitchell in 1923 told the Select Committee 
of Inquiry: “Relations between the Army 
and Navy were such that the commanding 
General of the Army and the commanding 

amiral of the Navy would not even go te 
the same social functions together. I have 
never seen anything like it. Each claimed 
to be the senior officer.”

“Alee the Great,” by Philietinn. (Avalon FPream, 
New Yerk.) 

HILE this biography is most amusing 
in spots and succeeda in conveying the 
distinctive flavor of the late Alexander 
Woollcott’s personality, it bears evidence 
of too-hasty preparation on the pert of both 
author and publisher. It is poorly organ 
ized and edited and is marred by numer 
ous typographical errors.

OT only in Europe but in Asia, too, the victory in Africa is the 
beginning of greater things. For Europe the decisions have no 
doubt been taken; for Asia they are still in the making because 
of the necessity of reconciling somewhat different but equally respect-

The problem is obviously not 
ene which laymen can decide or 
even discuss. But this much ‘is 
clear: it is an erro: to suppose 
that war can be conducted by the 
agitation of pressure groups, and 
it is an even greater error to as- 
sume that the decision to begin 
the offensive in Africa has meant 
that we were concentrating on 
Hitler and ignoring Japan. 

That might have been said if in 
the last year we had mobilized all 


our forces in Britain for an inva-|- 


“ gion of the Continent across the 
English Channel. But the African 
campaign has been a very differ- 
ent business. Africa is as indis- 
pensable to us in mounting an 
offensive from China as it is for 
an offensive in Europe.

The Road to Japan 

T is now agreed by all who 

have studied the problem that 
while a war of attrition can be 
waged in the islands of the Pa- 
cific, the defeat of Japan must be 
brought about from the mainland 
of Asia and of North America: 
from China in the south and from 
Alaska in the north. 

But there is no way into China 
except by starting from British 
India, by air transport at the 
present time and then by the re- 
conguest of Burma, Thailand and 
Indo-China. And there could be 
no way to Japan from the i@rth 
if it were not that Russia, while 
fighting Hitler in Europe, is 
strong enough to hold securely Si- 
beria. For Japan can be weak- 
ened, but Japan cannot be crushed, 
from Hawaii, Guadalcanal, or 
Australia. bg 

Therefore, since the Philippines 
were lost, the possibility of an of- 
fensive war against Japan has de- 
pended on reinforcing Russia in 
Europe, so that she would not lose 
Siberia by withdrawing her forces, 
and upon making certain that the 
British position in the Middle- 
East at the backdoor of India was 
@ secure source of military power. 

Some have wished to reduce our 
lend-lease shipments to Russia and 
the British Middle East in order 
to intensify the war against 
Japan. They have failed to see 
that if Russia had been beaten at 
Stalingrad and in the Caucasus, 
and if Rommel had gotten Alex- 
andria and Suez, we should have 
lost China, India and Siberia irrep- 
arably, and with them the means 
for decisive action against Japan.

ESS than 12 months ago, in 

June of last year, we were 
threatened with this catastrophe. 
If Churchill and Roosevelt had 
failed to reinforce the Ryssians 
and the Eighth Army at El Ala- 
mein, it would not have been only 
the Caucasus and the British Mid- 
die East that fell. India would 
have fallen and with it China, for 
there is no road to China except 
from India. 

Nothing that could have been 
sent to Australia, nothing that 
could have been concentrated in 
the Solomons, could have repaired 
this disaster. In losing Africa we 
should have lost Asia as well, and 
we should then nave faced an in- 
terminable war of attrition with 
no prospects of a decision.

No Longer Two Wars. 

HE consequences may not be 

visible immediately. Neverthe- 
less, the strategic situation of the 
global war has been transformed 
radically. For there are now no 
longer two isolated and competing 
wars. The clearance of Africa, 
the opening of the Mediterranean, 
and the great installations which 
have been set up in the Middle 
East, have brought within reach 
that which we have all talked 
about without being able hitherto 
to achieve it. . 

They have given us the means 
to achieve the unity of our strat- 
egic reserves. Instead of separated, 
and therefore small, reserves of 
air, sea and land powér—one in 
French Africa, another in Egypt 
and Libya, another in Palestine, 
Syria and Iraq, another in India, 
another in Australia—these small 
reserves are now capable of being 
merged into one great pool. 

In the mathematics of war, the 
ability to concentrate forces is all- 
important. Four hundred planes 
on one raid are much more than 
four times as effective as four 
raids by one hundred planes. The 
four small raids do damage ‘that 
can be rapaired. The concentrated 
raid can annihilate, and thus lib- 
erate the four hundred planes for 
another annihilating assault.

Only One Way to Unity. 
HE unity of our strategic re- 
serves can give us that unity of 

command and of strategical plan- 
ning, and, indeed, even of political 
action, which has so long been so 
desirable and so unattainable. 

We have often imagined that we 
could unify the war by holding 
conferences, or even by appointing 
a supreme military staff. Yet so 
long as the war had to be fought 
on separated fronts with separate 
reserves and separate supply lines, 
the substance of unity did not 
exist. For in war there can be 
genuine unity of direction only 
when, as was the case with Fosh 
in the other war, it becomes pos- 
sible to pool the’reserves and man- 
age them as one force, 

This is now possible as the re- 
sult of the victory in Africa, and 
the shape of the whole war is radi- 


cally altered to our advantage.

Nazis Fight Clean War. 
| E’VE heard stories about the 
Germans shooting up ambu- 
Jances and bombing hospitals, and 
I personally know of instances 
where those stories are true. But 
there are also stories of just the 
. @pposite nature. Many of our of- 
’ ficers tell me the Germans have 
fought a pretty clean war in Tu- 
nisia. They do have scores of 
crafty, brutal little tricks that we 
don’t have, but as for their observ- 
ance of the broader ethics of war, 

our side has no compalint. 

One battalion surgeon told me 
of running his ambulance out onto 
a battlefield under heavy artillery 
fire — whereupon the Germans 
stopped shelling and stayed stopped 
while he evacuated the dead and 
wounded for eight hours. 

I've heard other stories where 
our ambulances got past German 
machine-gun nests without know- 
ing it until the Germans came out 
and stopped them and, seeing they 
had wounded, waved themon. And 
go far as our doctors know, the 
German doctors give our captured 
wounded good medical care—as we 
do theirs also, of course.

New Name for “Shell Shock.” 

N the last war nerve cases were 

called “shell shock.” In this war 
they're called “anxiety neurosis.” 
About 50 per cent of our neurosis 
cases are recoverable, and even re- 
turn to fighting units. 

A large proportion of these cases 
are brought about by complete 
fatigue, by fighting day and night 
on end with little sleep and little 
to eat. 

Surgeons sometimes spot neu- 
rosis cases that they suspect of 
being faked in order to get out of 
the front lines. Their system is to 
put these men on stretcher-bearer 
@uty—a hard, thankless, dangerous 
task. If they are faking they get

Most of its heavy ships could be 
released from their present duties 
and sent to East Indian waters if 
the Italian fleet could be disposed 
of. The Italian fleet has suffered 
severe losses in the course of the 
Tunisian operations but it still re- 
mains a fleet. If the Allied forces 
now proceed to the reduction of 
Sicily and Sardinia, no doubt the 
Italian Navy will suffer still fur- 
ther in the resultant fighting, and 
if Sicily and Sardinia fall into Al- 
lied hands, our air forces will ex- 
ercise such dominance over the 
Italian naval bases that it is un- 
likely that any considerable por- 
tion of the Italian fleet can con- 
tinue to exist.

ARTS AND LETTERS INSTITUTE 
INDUCTS POET JOHN G. NEIHARDT 


John G. Neihardt, poet, former 
literary editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
was one of 10 new members in- 
ducted into the National Institute 
of Arts and Letters, at the Insti- 
tute’s annual ceremonial in New 
York yesterday. Mr. Neihardt, 
whose home is at Branson, Mo., 
has written many poems of Indian 
lore and pioneer adventure, some 
of the most recent being “The 
Song of Hugh Glass,” “Black Elk 
Speaks” and “Song of the Mes- 
siah.” 

His earlier work was done in 
Nebraska, where he spent much 
time among Indian tribes. The 
Nebraska Legislature in 1921 
passed an act naming him poet 
laureate of the State. His work 
with the Post-Dispatch was from 
1926 to 1938. 

Others inducted into the Insti- 
tute were Samuel N. Behrman,

Quislingites are mere 
dressing for the Nazis. .;The actual 
machinery of the government is 
still in the hands of civil servants 
who are trying desperately to 
keep the body and soul of the 
people together.

Torture Not Uncommon. 
Torture is not an uncommon ex- 


perience for Norwegians of all 
classes.

NEW MISSOURI TAX 
SYSTEM APPROVED 
BY SENATE GROUP 


Proposed Amendment 
Provides for Several 
Classes of Property 
With Different Levies.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13.—A 
detailed plan, prepared by a group 


of bankers, for a revision of the 
taxation provisions of the Consti- 
tution to bring out of hiding hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of in- 
tangible wealth that has been es- 
caping taxation, was approved late 
yesterday by a subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Constitution- 
al Amendments and awaits action, 
probably tonight, of the whole com- 
mittee. 

It is the first practical step tak- 

en in Missouri in 26 years toward 
reasonable taxation of intangible 
property, most of which has not 
been returned for assessment be- 
cause the -general tax frequently 
was higher than the earnings of 
the property. 
The plan is incorporated in a 
substitute for a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment drawn by Attor- 
ney General McKittrick and intro- 
duced by Senator Michael Kinney 
of St. Louis. It had its inception 
in a resolution introduced by Sena- 
tor Arnold Leonard, a Joplin 
banker. 

It would .change the present 
constitutional provision, which re- 
quires that all property shall be 
assessed on the same basis, and 
would authorize the Legislature to 
divide property into four categories 
for purposes of taxation—real 
property, tangible personal prop- 
erty, intangible personal property, 
and money on bank deposit. Bank 
deposits would not be subject to 
taxation, but each of the other 
classes could be taxed on a sepa- 
rate basis. 

Many Classes Provided. 

In —— to these general cate- 
gories, the Legislature would be 
authorized to divide each category 
into classes and to tax each in a 
separate manner and at a differ- 
ent rate. 

Real property and tangible per- 
sonal property could be divided 
into two classes: first, property 
held to be sold for the production 
of income, employed in business for 
the production of income, or used 
in the production of income; sec- 
ond, property not held for income 
purposes. 

Intangible personal, property 
could be divided into five classes: 
first, money on hand or orders for 
the payment of money; second, se- 
cured evidences of indebtedness; 
third, unsecured evidences of in- 
debtedness; fourth, evidences of in- 
debtedness issued by any govern- 
mental agency; fifth, all other in- 
tangible personal property. 

A different rate of taxation could 
be fixed for property in each of 
these classifications. 

Penalty for Non-Return. 

The purpose of the proposed 
change, as explained to the com- 
mittee by the bankers, is to induce 
the return of the property for tax- 
ation, the idea being to place the 
tax on intangibles so low that 
owners would report it rather than 
secreté it on tax return day or 
commit perjury in making their tax 
returns, 

Under the provisions of the sub- 
stitute it would be possible for the 
Legislature to provide that prop- 
erty not returned for taxes would 
be assessed at a much higher rate 
when discovered, as it would be on 
the death of the owner. 

Among the St. Louis bankers 
who had a hand in the preparation 
of the substitute and who appeared 
before the committee in support of 
it were Tom K. Smith, president of 
Boatmen’s National:Bank; John H. 
Grover, president of St. Louis 
Union Trust Co.; Richard S. 
Hawes, vice-president of the First 
National Bank in St. Louis; E. J. 
Mudd, vice-president of Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank & Trust Co.; A. L. 
Locatell, president of the Tower 
Grove Bank & Trust Co., and pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Clearing 
House Association, and R. D. Grif- 
fin, vice-president of Mercantile- 
Commerce National Bank and pres- 
ident of the Associated Bankers. 

The last time an attempt was 
made to reach intangible property 
for taxation on a reasonable basis 
was in 1917, when the Legislature 
passed a secured debts act, which 
was declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court,

GERMAN SHIP SUNK 
BY FRENCH CRUISER 
IN SOUTH ATLANTIC 


90 Prisoners Taken by 
Africa-Based Warcraft 
— Nazi Supply Vessel 
Bound for Japan. 


By JOSEPH MORTON 

DAKAR, French West Africa, 
May 1 (Delayed) (AP).—A large 
German supply ship bound for 
Japan was sunk by the French 
cruiser Georges Leygues in a 
moonlight engagement early April 
13, it was disclosed today. 


The cruiser was on South At- 
latic patrol when she sighted the 
ship and moved to the attack, sig- 
naling the return of French naval 
units based in Africa into combat 
with Germany. 

Capt. Robert Jaujard, the cruis- 
er’s commander, said he tried to 
damage and capture the Axis ship 
but his gunners’ aim was so good 
it set the vessel afire. At day- 
break the cruiser picked up two 
lifeboats with 90 men and made 
them prisoner. 


Effects of Action. 
The sinking destroyed goods des- 


|tined for the Far East, foiled the 


delivery of a return cargo, and 
struck a blow at U-boats operating 
in the shipping lanes about Africa |* 
by destroying fuel and robbing 
them of a force of trained gunners 
among the men taken prisoner, it 
was said. 

“We approached her and sig- 
naled for recognition,” Jaujard 
said. “There was no answer and 
we maneuvered in order to get 
the moon behind her. . .. She 
tried to escape by running away, 
and laid down a smoke screen, hid 
behind it and make a 180-degree 
change in course. 

“We had been doing the same 
thing and when she came out of 
the screen she was directly in the 
line of fire. 

“We were nearly certain the ship 
was German, and felt that if not 
she deserved to be sunk for such 
action. The moon was going down, 
so I gave the order to fire....” 

Terrific Explosion. 

Capt. Jaujard said there was a 
terrific explosion and then they 
lost sight of the vessel. To avoid 
submarines, the cruiser rita, 
away from the spot until daybreak, 
when it pickéd up the survivors.

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PASTURE EXPANSION URGED 
TO MEET FEED SHORTAGE 


A program encouraging farmers 
to plant extra acreage of legumes 
and grasses to help offset the crit- 
ical shortage in animal feed is be- 
ing placed into effect in this area, 
Paul M. Bernard, St. Louis County 
farm agent, disclosed today. 

He said the feed shortage, con- 
sidered by many as the most seri- 
ous farm problem, is caused par- 
tially by city dwellers purchasing 
flocks of chickens to offset meat 
rationing, and also because the 
number of farm animals has in- 


creased greatly in the past year. 

Voluntary rationing of feeds is 
being practiced by retail stores 
and milling firms, Bernard said. 
He added that all persons with 
farm land are being encouraged to 
plant extra acreage of such crops 
as lespedeza or Soudan grass for 
summer pasture, and winter rye 
and barley for later pasture. 


“It has been proved,” the agent 
said, “that 26 bushels of corn are 
required to grow 100 pounds of 
pork when no grass is available. 
The same amount of pork can be 
produced with only six bushels of 
corn and 25 pounds of supplement 
when good pasture is to be had.”

How he downed three Messer- 
schmitts in the great aerial battle 
April 18 above Cape Bon was re- 
lated by Lieut. Robert J. Byrne 
Jr., 800 South Price road, Ladue, 
in a letter received yesterday by 
his parents. 

The action, which resulted in the 
destruction of 58 German trans- 
port planes and 16 Messerschmitts, 
was described by correspondents 
as the greatest aerial combat show 
recorded in three years of fight- 
ing in North Africa. 

Lieut. Byrne, ‘who has been dec- 
orated three times, describes his 
part as follows: 

“Our entire group took off at 
5 o’clock last evening on a fighter 
sweep picking up a squadron of 
Spitfires from the R.A.F. on our 
way out. It was a 68-plane show— 
about the biggest we ever put up. 
By the time we reached the North 
Tunisian coast my section was 
flying at 17,500 feet through a 
hazy sub-stratosphere layer of ice 
crystals. Visibility was bad but 
the sun was sifting through and 
throwing rainbows around § each 
ship. Honestly, it was beautiful 
to watch that flight through the 
gray half-light of late evening. 


Enemy Planes Below. 

“We successfully ran the ack- 
ack barrage and were ready, will- 
ing and able to jump anything that 
happened along, It didn’t take 
long, for almost immediately some- 
one reported on the inter-ship 
radio, ‘Snappers below at 9 o'clock.’ 
Almost immediately came another 
report, ‘And man, there's plenty of 
them.’ 

“We had intercepted a huge air, 
convoy of Junkers 52’s on their 
way to Sicily. These were escorted 
by Messerschmitt 100s and 110s, 
and Focke-Wulf 190s. Before you 
could bat an eye there was a 
terrific fight in progress just off 
the top of the water. 

“My section was top cover, 80 
we had to stay up there and watch 
the show and protect the boys be- 
low who were shooting hell out of 
the Jerry armada. There were 
balls of fire rolling across the top 
of the water, for when the big 
transport planes were hit they'd 
just smack the sea and roll up in 
big flaming smoke clouds.

“Eventually the Jerry fighters 
tried to break through our section

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All Try Not to Remember That One of Mrs.|* 
Erma Wayne’s Sons May Lose Leg Due 
to Guadalcanal Wounds. 


There was a small but gay party 
last night at the apartment of 
Mrs. Erma Wayne, 1217 North 
Seventh street in Neighborhood 
Gardens, celebrating the first time 
in nearly two years that Mrs. 


Wayne, a widow, and her three 
sons, all in military service, have 
been together. 

The sons are Corp. Thomas A. 
Wayne and Pvt. Louls L. Wayne, 
both of the Marine Corps, and 
Pvt. Hubert Wayne of the Army. 
Hubert’s wife was there, as were 
young woman friends of Thomas 
and Louis, and everyone tried hard 
not to remember that Louis will 
return to a naval hospital in Cali- 
fornia later this month to be told 
whether his right jeg must be am- 
putated as a result — * wes —* suf- 
fered last Thanksgivi day on 
Guadalcanal. 

Louis, manning a heavy machine 
gun, was raking a Japanese-held 
hill, he related, when a mortar 
shell lobbed over the hilltop and 
landed about 10 feet away. Frag- 
ments of the shell broke both his 
legs, but Louis said he stayed at 
his post for an hour and a half 
until relief came. 

.“I guess I got it only in the 
legs because most of the frag- 
ments hit my best pal,” Louis said. 
“He was killed, and I was mad, 
very mad, so I kept on firing. I 
really wasn’t in any pain, just felt 
numb from the hips down. We 
took that hill, too.” 

Osteomyelitis set in his right leg 
at a hospital on a South Sea island 
and he spent long months there 
and at the Mare Island Naval Hos- 
pital. An operation was performed 
in February. but the chances it 
will be successful in saving his 
leg are only one in 100, he said 
he-was told . 

In one of the first Marine parties 
to land at Guadalcanal last Aug. 
7, Louis said he made first contact 
with the enemy three days later. 


There were almoat daily brushes 
after that, he continued.

Then after dark” 
we would move out to the sides 
and set up our guns. variably 
the Japs would come sneaking in 
to where they thought we were, 
and we let them have it.” 


Every man was needed in com- 
bat service in the early months of 
the Guadalcanal campaign, Louis 
reported, with the result that fre- 
quently only ammunition supplies 
were delivered to the front lines 
for days at a time. 

“Many weeks we lived exclu- 
sively on rice we captured from 
the Japanese,” he said. “Once in 
a while we'd get some fish if we 
were near the ocean and eat them 
raw.” 

Nevertheless, there never 
any discouragement among 
Marines and morale always was 
at a high point, Louis declared.

HITLER REPQRTED 
ONCE BLIND DUE TO 
NEUROTIC HYSTERIA 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor. 
DETROIT, May 13. — Evidence 


that Adolf Hitler suffered from 
one of the war neuroses, hysterical 
blindness, for six months after the 
last war was presented to the 
American Psychiatric’ Association 
today. 

In hysterical blindness, the eyes 
are not impaired in any way, but 
due to worry, strain, escapism, or 
some other nervous upset the vic- 
tim is really blind for a time. 

The report was made by Victor 
A. Gonda, M. D., of Loyola Univer- 
sity School cf Medicine, Chicago. 
He described a case of hysterical 
blindness which he treated after 
the last war and in which sight 
was restored by the usual thera- 
peutic measures, making the vic- 


tim understand that hig eyes are : 


all right. 

“Hitler,” he said, “had a similar 
blindness, and not, as he wants the 
world to believe, a blindness caused 
by mustard gas,” 

Dr. Gonda said his authority was 
a German, medical man, named 
Otfrid Foerster, who, he said,. died 
recently. Foerster, he said, told 
him he found in 1932 in the records 
of the German War Office this 
statement: “Corp. Hitler suffered 
from hysterical amblyopia.” 

Amblyopia means blindness. Dr.

Donnell for 
prompt and favorable action on 
his State merit system bill by the 
House Committee on Judiciary, 


where the bill has been held since 
last Feb. 8, was ignored last night 
by the committee, which created 
instead a subcommittee to “study” 
the Governor’s program and a 
pending makeshift merit system 
measure, 

The committee sidestepped ac- 
tion on a motion by Representative 
Raymond J. Lahey (Dem.), St. 
Louis, for an immediate favorable 
recommendation on the Gover- 
nor’s bill, by adopting a substitute 
motion for appointment of the sub- 
committee of eight Republicans 
and four Democrats. The vote on 
the substitute motion, by Repre- 
sentative William Barton (Rep.), 
Jonesburg, was 19 to 8. 

No instructions were given to the 
subcommittee other than to study 
the two merit bills pending in the 
main committee and Gov. Donnell’s 
special message delivered last 
Monday to a joint session of the 
Senate and House and to make 
recommendations to the parent 
committee. In the message last 
Monday the Governor called for 
prompt approval of hig bill. 

The subcommittee was not di- 


strong said he favored reporting 
out House bill 644 rather than the 
Governor’s bill. He asserted there 
would be no “political wisdom” in 
placing all of the departments un- 
der a merit plan.

The 
waistline has a drawstring belt so 
that the jacket may be fitted per- 
fectly to the figure, and the full 
ness arranged as it is most becom- 
ing.

The Rains and Your Vegetable Garden 


URING the recent rains, I 

Saw an occasional washed-out 

garden, but mainly just lusty 
growing plants in looking over the 
plots around town. 


In the midst of Monday’s down- 
pour, I was out with raincoat, rub- 
ber boots and shovel, digging a 
channel to carry off the lake that 
formed down at the lower end of 
my garden. No drowned plants 
for me! That channel I dug is 
wide enough so that it can be used 
for irrigation later on when the 
soil needs a good soaking. But 
attempt no work, now, keep out of 
your garden unless flood control is 
necessary. 


These spring rains give us a 
ehance to discover the slightest 
slopes in our gardens. We can 
learn and be better prepared for 
the next cloudburst and for sum- 
mer’s thundershowers. Rows 
planted against the flow of water, 
like contour planting on the farms, 
prevent the soil from washing 
away; that good soil we worked 
hard to cultivate and fertilize. If 
your garden is on a downslope, 
how about a ditch dug a foot or so 
above to carry the water around, 
down and away’? If you are a 
“bottom iand” grower, dig out a 
channel at some low point that will 
prevent your garden from turning 


into a pond. 

It could have been much worse. 
This has been a growing rain! I 
mean by that, the temperature 
stayed rather closely between the 
upper 40s and the middle 50s. 
You'll find good-sized radishes 
under their small greens; they're 
ready to eat! The beans we plant- 
ed a week ago, popped out of the 
ground during Sunday’s showers 
and are inches high now. The 
peas are full of blooms and the 
potatoes, well, we soon won't have 
to worry about the shortage. 


Above and below the ground the 
enions have made the most of the 
rains. Feel around a few of them 
with your fingers. I’m sure yours, 
too, are ready to be thinned. Those 
thinnings, you know, are the tasty 
small onions to serve raw or to 
boil to perfect tenderness in a 
few minutes and serve in a cream 
sauce or with melted butter. Chop 
up some of the green onion tops 
for a vitamin-full and tasty addi- 
tion to a salad dressing over cot- 
tage cheese instead of chives. 

The cutworms don't seem to 
mind the rain, worse luck. In 
many gardens, I’ve noticed sturdy 
bean seedlings laid low, cabbages 
without paper collars toppled over. 
Don’t forget those collars on your 
cabbages and tomatoes. I'll have 


full informatioa of the cutworms, 
ants and other insect enemies soon 
in the column. 

Don’t worry ‘about planting de- 
lays for your corn and tomatoes. 
The tomato plants will be growing 
larger and sturdier while they're 
waiting to be set out into your 
garden. Early corn this year has 
grown so slowly that late plant- 
ings will probably catch up; corn 
insists on warm weather for quick 
growing. Except for peas and head 
lettuce, late planting doesn’t mean 
doing without. It only delays the 
pleasure of eating from the gar- 
den. 

There’s still plenty of time to en- 
list in the Backyard Food Cam- 
paign, even if, to daté, you have 
had only good intentions. I was 
surprised at the query of a would- 
be. gardener, “Was it too late to 
start? What can I still plant?” 

I warned her that no work is 
possible until the soil dries out to 
a friable texture and then reeled 
off the complete list of vegetables, 
minus just the peas and head let- 
tuce. And of course, some planting 
dates are still ahead, the cucum- 
bers, melons, squash and pole bean 
group for around May 15; June 1 
for winter potatoes; June 15 for 
late cabbage and celery cabbage.

soning is as follows: If South, vul- 
nerable, opens the bidding with one 
club and West, not vulnerable, can 
put in no overcall, it is unlikely 
that the East-West team can safe- 
ly bid a game. A part score con- 
tract, with the 50-point bonus for 
making it, is rarely worth more 
than about 150 points. If the vul- 
nerable opponents can be set even 
one trick, however, a penalty dou- 
ble returns 200 points, a vastly dif- 
ferent score at match-point dupli- 
cate. 

Let us go a little further with 
the actual bidding that East heard. 
North responded to the opening 
bid with a diamond, a one-over-one 
force, so East could pass in. the 
assurance that Seuth would have 
to make another bid. The club 
rebid was not particularly attrac- 
tive to East, but the latter was 
tempted to double North’s rebid 
of diamonds. He restrained him- 
self because he felt that there was 


a geod chance that South would | 


take this diamond rebid as the 


sign of some strength rather than | 


as the sign off that East could 
read it. Moreover, East felt that 
if two diamonds remained the final 
contract he might well be able to 
defeat it 200 points. 

South, with considerable strength 
and tenace positions that he 
wanted led up to, was not satisfied 
with a mere two diamond contract, 
hence made one more effort to “go 
places” by mentioning no trump. 
This, of course, left poor North 
very much on the spot and he 
could do nothing but pass. Now 
East took the bit in his teeth and 
doubled. It must be observed that, 
with all the strength East had, this 
double might have gone wrong. 
West might not have had a face 
eard, and if that had been the 
ease, particularily if North had 
turned up with some card of entry 
to the diamond suit, East would 
have regretted his double. East, 
however, took the logical stand 
that North would not pass to a 
contract one short of game if he 
had any reasonable hope of bring- 
ing in the diamond suit, and his 
actual pass strongly suggested that 
he had no card of entry. Thus it 
was an odds-on chance, from 
East’s point of view, that West 
would turn up with at least a cou- 
ple of minor honors. His analysis 
proved correct. On a spade open- 
ing by West, routine defense held 
the declarer to five tricks and the 
800 point penalty gave this particu- 
lar East-West team a top.

Daring Rescue at 


Plane Risks Hazardous Landing to Remove Three

A Pulitzer Prize-Winning Author (As 
told to him by Capt. Armand Mon- 
teverde, Lieut. Harry E. Spencer, Jr., 
and Staff Sergt. Don T. Tetley. 


This is the fifth article in a series on 
the rescue, after attempts lasting five 
months, of seven Army airmen from the 
Greenland ice cap. 


HE next development came 

when Capt. Turner dropped a 

note at the sled camp along 
with some stakes and red ban- 
danas. The note told them that 
Col. Bernt Balchen was ready to 
try to make a landing in a Cata- 
lina, and that they should pick out 
a good landing area. They were 
to set up the stakes, tying one 
bandana on each at the snow level 
and another at the top, thus giving 
the incomirig pilot a scale by which 
to judge his altitude as well as 
marking the field. 


The note said, “We will try to 
get you out this time,” and it was 
signed, “The Boys.” Tetley has it. 
it is a little grimy, and was written 
in pencil on cheap paper. He says 
he thinks it will be nice to put in 
his scrap book. 


Spencer, as a trained pilot, se- 
lected the landing area, a smooth, 
crevass-free space on which he was 
reasonably sure the job could be 
safely done.

On the third, Turner 
dropped them a walkie-talkie radio 
which had been flown up ‘from the 
States.

HE people who have to use a 
T epeciat and peculiar type of diet 

On account of allergy or dys- 
pepsia are a little out of luck dur- 
ing rationing. The official lists and 
tables of food are all set out very 
neatly with the exact amount of 
prote; a carbohydrate, fat, vitamin 
and mineral requirements every- 
body should have, but it is left 
more or less to the imagination in 
what form they are going to get 
them. 

For instance, I saw the other 
day in a magazine a photograph of 
the breakfast that we used to eat 
in 1942 and the breakfast that we 


-are expected to eat in 1943. The 


pictures were in color and the food 
looked equally appetizing — to a 
normal, average person, 

Whereas the breakfast of 1942 
consisted of fruit, two nice fried 
eggs, two strips of bacon and some 
toast, these last two items were 
replaced in the breakfast of 1943 
by three large, thick pancakes or 
wheat cakes, maple syrup,and a 
glass of milk. Now your average 
grade-school boy, bless his heart, 
would gulp this down with plea- 
sure and get plenty of protein out 
of it, but the sight is enough to 
make a person with a duodenal 
ulcer or acid dyspepsia writhe.

been digging for two weeks and 
can’t find a trace of it.”

NEW YORK CITY, Wednesday. 
HAVE just heard that 75 Red 
| Cross scholarships will be avail- 
able July 1 for selected persons, 
who will be eligible for training 
in approved schools for social 
work.

OTS of people have sort of re- 
L laxed in their efforts to get 

their families to eat whole- 
grain bread and cereals, since most 
refined flour and cereals have been 
enriched. As a matter of fact, en- 
riched foods are approximately 
equal to the natural whole grains 
in vitamin values and iron, but on 
one point they are not equal, and 
that is protein. The protein in 
whole grains is of higher quality 
than that in refined flour and 
cereals. The reason is, of course, 
that certain parts of the whole 
grain are removed in refining, so 
the protein. in these parts ig lost 
in the process. So, with our pro- 
tein consumption cut down by 
meat and cheese rationing, it’s 
more important thah ever to eat 
whole grain foods wherever pos- 
sible. Of course no vegetable pro- 
tein can take the place of animal 
protein; it can only supplement 
the amount of animal protein 
which is now available. Any wheat 
product boosts the amount of pro- 
tein in our diet, but whole grain 
products do a better job because 
their protein is of better quality.
